Speculation Mayor Peter Kelly 
may not be done with life in the 
public service has run rampant 
this week, with rumours sug¬ 
gesting he is considering a run 
for the Bedford council seat. 

During an MS Society fund¬ 
raiser at the Woodside A&W 
Thursday, Kelly told Metro he 
hadn’t changed the decision 
to not reoffer as mayor, but 
he also seemed to suggest he 
hadn’t ruled anything else out. 

“So many of the public over 
the last few weeks at different 
events have been very support¬ 
ive, and everybody wants to 
know, but there’s no decision 
made on anything whatsoever,” 
he said. 

Earlier this week, Coun. Tim 
Outhit said rumours suggest 
Kelly is considering challen¬ 
ging him for the council seat in 
Bedford. 

“I’ve heard from several par¬ 
ties that the mayor is putting 
out feelers,” Outhit told Metro 
on Monday 

Kelly said he’s also heard 
rumours he’s running for not 
only council, but political office 
at both the provincial and fed-

eral levels, and said he’s been 
approached about several op¬ 
portunities, which may be fuel¬ 
ling the speculation. 

Kelly did not say definitively 
he’s not running for anything, 
and continued to reiterate he 
hasn’t made any decisions 
about plans for or after the 
election. 

“You never say never — 
again, this is politics — but you 
also try not to mislead or alter 
courses of action,” he said. “I’ve 
been approached on a couple 
of things and also looking at 
what options may or may not 
be there, but there has been no 
decision made whatsoever.” 

Kelly was a popular council¬ 
lor in Bedford before becoming 
mayor of Bedford and then of 
HRM after an amalgamation in 
1995. 

He announced he would not 
re-offer as mayor in Februaiy 
following media coverage of 
his handling of a friend’s estate.

McLean says walkup 
sales are usually a signifi¬ 
cant factor at Maritime 
events, noting the AC/DC 
concert in 2009 saw sales 
soar past 70,000 on the 
strength of last-minute 
purchases. 

Tickets are roughly $135 
apiece after taxes, which

“He plays shows always 
between three and four 
and a half hours,” he said.

Shell says its seeking 
oil, not natural gas 


Offshore. Calgary- 
based company could 
reconsider N.S. venture 


Shell Canada says it would 
reconsider its future plans 
to develop Nova Scotia’s 
offshore if its $970-million 
deepwater-exploration ven¬ 
ture turned up natural gas 
instead of oil. 

Erik B. Goodwin, Shell’s 
venture leader for its deep¬ 
water Nova Scotia oper¬ 
ations, said Thursday that 
the company’s goal in 
exploring the province’s 
southwestern offshore is to 
find oil. 

“If we were to find gas, 
we would have to take a 
really hard look at it because 
the economics are so poor,” 
Goodwin said following a 
speech to the Maritimes 
Energy Association in Hali¬ 
fax. 

He said it would be dif¬ 
ficult for the Calgary-based 
company to profit off nat¬ 
ural gas in Nova Scotia. 

“One of the principle roles 
of deepwater exploration is 
for oil and that’s an import¬ 
ant part of Shell’s global port¬ 
folio,” Goodwin said. 


Exploration rights 


In January, Shell announced a 
six-year agreement to explore 
four deepwater areas about 
200 kilometres from the 
province’s southwest coast. 

Its winning bid was the high¬ 
est for exploration rights ever 
awarded in Atlantic Canada. 


“There are other ways 
to make money with deep¬ 
water in gas but it would be 
very difficult here.” 

He said companies in 
Australia’s offshore make a 
profit from liquefying nat¬ 
ural gas from deep-well drill¬ 
ing, but following that route 
in Nova Scotia wouldn’t be 
as lucrative and would in¬ 
volve a large investment. 

Barbara Pike, the execu¬ 
tive director of the Mari¬ 
times Energy Association, 
said she’s not surprised 
Shell’s focus is on oil. “It’s 
what we said from Day 1,” 
she said. 

“When you put in an ex¬ 
ploration bid of $970 mil¬ 
lion on four offshore par¬ 
cels, you’re not looking for 
natural gas. You’re looking 
for oil.”

A raw-sewage pumping station 
in Halifax’s south end has 
resumed operation after a 
weekend flooding. 

Halifax Water spokesman 
James Campbell confirmed 
Thursday the Pier A pumping 
station located off Barring¬ 
ton Street at Inglis Street 
resumed operations around 
noon on Thursday The station 
was taken off-line by Dexter 
Construction, which owns and 
operates the asset, on Saturday, 
sending the sewage into the 
Halifax harbour. 

“What happened was a 
pipe fitting popped off in the 
pumping station, and some 
material was discharged into 
the station,” said Campbell. 
“They’ve been working on it 
since Saturday, and as of noon 
(Thursday) they got flow back 
into the plant, and it’s pump¬ 
ing flow again to the Halifax 
treatment plant.” 

Campbell could not say 
how extensive the flooding 
was, reiterating it was Dexter 
Construction’s responsibility.

Enterprise Cape Breton Corp. 
will commission a study of 
several major projects com¬ 
ing to Cape Breton in hopes 
of helping the local business 
community benefit from 
them. 

The requests for propos¬ 
als to conduct the study of 
the Muskrat Falls project, 
Donkin mine and the nation¬ 
al shipbuilding projects are 
due Monday. 

The three-fold study will 
first attempt to understand 
the scope of these major 
projects and what elements 
of them could involve Cape 
Breton companies. 

A second aspect is to es¬ 
tablish a database of all the 
companies that have the cap¬ 
acity to participate in these 
components.

Talbot House board opts out of treatment centre proposal 



The board of directors of Tal¬ 
bot House has decided not to 
take part in the current re¬ 
quest for proposals for a Cape 
Breton residential treatment 
centre from the Department 
of Community Services. 

Members of the board cited 
unrealistic timelines and a 
process that would pull Talbot 
House in an “uncomfortable” 
direction for the decision dur¬ 
ing an editorial board meeting 
with the Cape Breton Post on 
Thursday. 

Talbot House, the island’s 
only residential treatment cen¬ 
tre for men with addictions, 
closed its doors in March after 
a community services report 


raised a number of concerns 
about its operations. 

The request for proposals 
for a new centre began Aug. 
1, just weeks after Commun¬ 
ity Services Minister Denise 
Peterson-Rafuse decided to 
postpone it. 

“It was nothing short of an 
agonizing decision but there 
were realities for us in terms 
of why we made that deci¬ 
sion,” said Irene Khattar, a Tal¬ 
bot House board member. 

“It’s important that we 
share that with the broader 
community.” 

Jim Gogan, treasurer of the 
board, pointed to three over¬ 
arching reasons, including the

timeline to meet the request 
for proposals deadline of Aug.

“It’s over 50 pages and 
cross-references another 60 
pages of material that should 


be reviewed to lead into your 
proposal,” he said. 

“We are a volunteer board 
of less than 10. It would be a 
Herculean effort — not that 
we are not prepared to do that, 
but I think it might be beyond 
the scope of our capacity to 
pull a reasonable proposal 
together within the timeline.” 

More importantly, he said, 
the request for proposals 
would move Talbot House into 
a fundamentally different dir¬ 
ection. 

“For example, it references 
partnerships and relationships 
with methadone treatment 
programs, things of that na¬ 
ture.”

Order of Canada. Black capable

Nunavut. Inuit oral 
tradition has been key 
for previous searches 
seeking the lost 
Franklin expedition 


The search for the lost ships 
of the ill-fated Franklin exped¬ 
ition continues. 

A new research project was 
announced Thursday by the 
prime minister in Nunavut, 
where the ships are believed to 
have sunk. 

“Why do we search for the 
Franklin? The wreckage of the 
Franklin expedition is a nation¬ 
al historic site designated some 
time ago — it is the only undis¬ 
covered national historic site, 
we feel an obligation to dis¬ 
cover it,” Stephen Harper said. 

Sir John Franklin set out 
from England in 1845 to find 
the Northwest Passage with 
two ships, the HMS Erebus and 
HMS Terror. 

But they ended up trapped 
in ice, and Franklin, along with 
other crew members, died in 
1847. The next year, the sur¬ 
viving crew set out on foot but 
were never seen alive again. 

All this is known thanks 
to a message left in a cairn on

King William Island, and while 
the message suggested where 
the two ships might have been 
when they were abandoned, 
previous attempts to find the 
wrecks have been unsuccess¬ 
ful. 

In 2010, a search team did 
find the remains of the HMS In¬ 
vestigator, sent in 1850 to find 
Franklin. 

The unknown final resting 
place of the ships was declared 
a national historic site in 1992, 
though the ships will remain 
the property of the United 
Kingdom. 

The search areas will in¬ 
clude both the O’Reilly Island 
area, west of the Adelaide Pen¬ 
insula and further north to 
Victoria Strait and Alexandra 
Strait.

Federal lawyers are set to 
argue in court Friday that Black 
should have no trouble making 
written arguments to the coun¬ 
cil deciding the status of his 
Order of Canada membership, 
documents show.

But documents filed in ad¬ 
vance of Friday’s hearing show 
federal lawyers are relying 
on Black’s own prowess with 
prose to argue that he doesn’t 
need oral arguments to make 
his voice heard. 

The council can recom¬ 
mend members of the order 
be stripped of their status, but 
the final decision rests with the 
Governor General.

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Drought deepens in Midwest 


Report. Farmers tally 
losses as states reliant 
on agriculture receive 
extreme or exceptional 
drought classifications 


On the day a new report sug¬ 
gested the nation’s worst dry 
spell in at least a generation 
is deepening in America’s 
breadbasket, Nebraska farmer 
Doug Nelson said Thursday he 
expects to harvest anywhere 
from nothing to 43 bushels per 
acre on his unirrigated acreage 
— a far ciy from the 120 to 140 
bushels he’d typically get. 

On the irrigated land, he 
could see 150 to 200 bushels 
an acre; in previous years, 
Nelson would see a minimum 
of 180 bushels.

bines going here in probably 
another month, and then 
we’ll know for sure,” said the 
61-year-old Nelson, who farms 
some 5,000 acres near Wayne. 

The U.S. Drought Monitor’s 
weekly map showed that, as of 
Tuesday, just over two-thirds 
of Iowa, the nation’s biggest 
com producer, was in extreme 
or exceptional drought — the 
worst two classifications. That’s 
up more than five percentage 
points, to 67.5 per cent, from 
the previous week. Nearly all of 
Nebraska, Kansas, Missouri and 
Illinois are in extreme or ex¬ 
ceptional drought, with Illinois 
showing the most dramatic 
climb, spiking 17 percentage 
points in one week to 96.72 per 
cent, according to the map. 

On Wednesday, the USDA 
added 33 counties from eight 
drought-stricken states to its list 
of natural disaster areas, bring¬ 
ing that tally to 1,821 counties 
in 35 states over the past six 
weeks. That’s more than half of 
all U.S. counties. 

Plains farmers have begun 
harvesting what com man¬ 
aged to survive, although many 
growers cut their fields weeks 
ago, chalking the year up as a

Dominican Republic, Haiti brace for tropical storm 


Tropical Storm Isaac took aim 
at the Dominican Republic 
and Haiti Thursday and it was 
expected to gain strength after 
drenching tiny islands in its 
whirl over the eastern entrance 
to the Caribbean. 

There was a chance it could 
dump rain on next week’s Re¬ 
publican convention in Florida. 

No major damage was re¬ 
ported, but authorities in Puer¬ 
to Rico said an elderly woman 


died in an accident while pre¬ 
paring for the storm. 

U.S. forecasters said Isaac 
was likely to approach Hispani¬ 
ola, the island shared by the 
Dominican Republic and Haiti, 
as a hurricane late Thursday or 
early Friday after intensifying 
over the warm waters of the 
Caribbean. It was predicted to 
move on to Cuba as a tropical 
storm, then Monday perhaps 
head to Horida, where the Re¬ 


publicans will be gathering to 
nominate Mitt Romney for the 
presidency. 

At the bar of the Fort Young 
Hotel in Dominica’s coastal 
capital of Roseau, a few tour¬ 
ists and locals drank cold beer 
and chatted over the sound of 
white-crested waves outside. 

“The skies were veiy black 
and cloudy most of the day, 
but it’s been pretty quiet so far. 
Some rain, very little wind,” 


bartender Raymond Reynolds 
said Wednesday at the 71-room 
hotel on the jagged, densely 
forested island.

“In money laundering 
there’s a rule,” Ken Rijock 
says: “You’re only limited 
by your imagination.” 

Rijock, a Miami lawyer, 
knows what he’s talking 
about: He laundered $200 
million in Colombian drug 
money and served a prison 
sentence for it, too. 

Now Rijock wants to 
warn others about the 
money laundering going 
on right under their noses. 
“The money launderers 
work very hard,” he says, 
“and now they don’t even 
have to get on a plane to go 
to a tax haven. Now we have 
the Internet, which is mak¬ 
ing their job easy.” 

And the Internet has 
given rise to a new kind of 
mule: The e-mule. “E-mules 
are an emerging trend,” 
says Mauro Falesiedi, sen¬ 
ior specialist on economic 
crimes at Europol, the Euro¬ 
pean police agency. 

“We’ve had money mules 
crossing the border with 
cash for a long time, but 
now we also have e-mules,

who are recruited to help 
transfer fraudulently ob¬ 
tained money.” 

Unlike the old-fashioned 
mule, e-mules don’t have to 
carry anything like drugs, 
weapons or other contra¬ 
band: They just lend crim¬ 
inals their name. 

“As an e-mule, you’re a 
law-abiding citizen who lets 
criminals borrow your bank 
account to transfer money,” 
Falesiedi says. “Obviously 
you get paid — often 10 per 
cent of the amount. The e- 
mules are often students 
or persons with no judicial 
background.” 

Organized crime groups 
from Russian and Ukraine 
are among those setting up 
money-laundering schemes 
with the assistance of e- 
mules. 

According to the Finan¬ 
cial Action Task Force, an 
intergovernmental organ¬ 
ization, criminals are also 
using e-mules in casinos 
and in currency-exchange 
bureaus. But old-fashioned 
cash smuggling continues, 
too, as does money laun¬ 
dering through real-estate 
and shell companies. 

In theory, banks can eas¬ 
ily spot an e-mule. “If you’re 
a student and usually have 
something like $400 in your 
bank account, and all of 
a sudden you get $10,000 
from a Nigerian account, 


that should normally raise 
a red flag and generate a 
financial disclosure to the 
competent domestic au¬ 
thorities,” Falesiedi says. 

But the reality is differ¬ 
ent. “It’s next to impossible 
to catch money launderers,” 
says Rijock, who now helps 
police catch them. 

“The only way is if the 
police catch one crim¬ 
inal and he leads them to 
others.” 

Many banks do the bare 
minimum, he says. “They 
don’t train their staff to 
catch money launderers. 
The banks don’t want to 
be the policemen of the 
world.”

E-mules are a new money- 
laundering trend. What 
other new techniques do 
money launderers use? 

They like to divert 
non-monetary items into 
monetary items and back 
again. One method they’re 
using a lot right now is to 
buy artworks then sell them 
back to themselves again 


and again. They also use 
things like virtual gam¬ 
ing, where you can turn 
virtual money into real 
money. There’s no question 
that people unknowingly 
help them. In the world of 
money laundering there’s 
always duplicity involving 
unwitting participants. 

Why is it so hard to catch 
money launderers? 

Money laundering is a 
secondary crime. It’s always 
connected to prostitution, 
the drug trade or arms 


trade. When people are 
caught for those primary 
crimes they’re often simply 
put behind bars. And 
money laundering is one 
of the most entrepreneur¬ 
ial crimes. Money leads to 
money. Money launderers 
can become legitimate busi¬ 
nessmen using their illegal 
proceeds as seed money.

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Hot-air-balloon 
crash kills four 
in Slovenia

The hot-air balloon that 
crashed in Slovenia was one 
of the largest of its kind in 
the world. Tourists who are 
willing to pay more than $100 
each to be crammed aboard 
the capsules of such balloons 
often enjoy sightseeing ad¬ 
ventures over the Slovenian 
Alps and its lakes. 

But the giant balloons 
aren’t always easy to operate. 
On Thursday, one was swept 
up in a storm and crashed in 
a fireball outside Slovenia’s 
capital, killing four of its 32 
riders and injuring the rest. 

The hot-air balloon is the 
oldest successful flight tech¬ 
nology that carries passen¬ 
gers. 


Crashes 


• Balloon accidents occur for 
a variety of reasons, but 
human error and the deci¬ 
sion to fly during weather 
warnings are frequently 
cited as a primary cause. 
There were rare cases 
where an accident was 
attributed to failure of the 
balloon hardware. 


• Slovenia has had two ma¬ 
jor ballooning accidents 
in recent years. In 2002, 
one caught fire and nine 
people were injured. In 
2006 four people were 
hurt when a balloon 
crashed. 



A hot-air balloon consists 
of a bag called the envelope 
that contains heated air. 
Suspended beneath it is a 
gondola, or in some high- 
altitude balloons, a capsule. A 
source of heat for the air in 
the balloon in most cases is 


an open-flame blower. 

Thursday’s flight offered 
a ride from near the capital, 
Ljubljana, and over the Alp¬ 
ine scenery toward Bled, the 
most popular tourist resort in 
Slovenia.

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Politician hijacks 
miners’ memorial 


South Africa. 

Ministers accused of 
complicity in shootings 
last week that killed 
34 striking miners and 
wounded 78 


A fiery politician cast out of 
the ruling party Thursday 
hijacked the main memorial 
service for 34 striking min¬ 
ers killed by police, to accuse 
President Jacob Zuma’s gov¬ 
ernment of complicity in the 
shootings. Angry government 
ministers walked out. 

Zuma did not attend any of 
the services. He called a news 
conference to announce a re¬ 
tired supreme court judge will 
head a judicial commission 
of inquiry to investigate “the 
facts and circumstances which 
gave rise to the use of force and 
whether this was reasonable 
and justifiable in the particular 
circumstances.” 

He announced a wide 
range of issues for the com¬ 
mission to investigate, in¬ 
cluding the role of London-

registered Lonmin PLC, 
which owns the platinum 
mine where the violence was 
sparked by union rivalry. 

The commission would 
look at Lonmin’s conduct and 
report “whether the company, 
by act or omission, created an 
environment which was con¬ 
ducive to the creation of ten¬ 
sion, labour unrest, disunity 
among its employees or other 
harmful conduct,” Zuma said. 


The sombre and grieving 
tone of the memorial service at 
the mine was shattered by Jul¬ 
ius Malema, who was expelled 
in April for sowing disunity in 
the African National Congress. 
Malema was applauded when 
he said the government has 
not intervened in the mines 
“because our leaders are in¬ 
volved in these mines.” He said 
that President Zuma’s founda¬ 
tion and other ANC leaders 
have shares in the mines. 

“Our government has be¬ 
come a pig that is eating its 
children,” charged Malema. 

Malema’s outburst came 
after church leaders had 
urged people not to use the 
memorial service to score 
political points. 

About a dozen cabinet 
ministers left before they 
could address the crowd of 
more than 1,000 at the mine 
at Marilcana, 70 kilometres 
northwest of Johannesburg. 

Zuma had decreed a week 
of national mourning to hon¬ 
our all victims of violence in 
South Africa, which has one 
of the world’s highest murder 
and rape rates.

The 
poorest 10 per cent of 
the population shares 
1.1 billion rand while 
the country’s richest 10 
per cent has 381 billion, 
the Congress of South Af¬ 
rican Trade Unions said 
Thursday. 

In a statement it 
claimed Lonmin’s finan¬ 
cial officer is paid 152 
times as much as a rock- 
drill operator at the mine. 
It claimed the operators 
earn only 5,600 rand 
though researchers who 
work with miners say 
they make at least 10,000 
rand, the associated press 


The Zimbabwe prime minis¬ 
ter’s party says a new opin¬ 
ion poll reflecting a surge in 
support for President Robert 
Mugabe’s party was skewed 
by a “margin of terror” that 
saw nearly half those ques¬ 
tioned refusing to disclose 
their political loyalties. 

Douglas Mwonzora, 
spokesman for Prime Min¬ 


ister Morgan Tsvangirai’s 
party, said Thursday that 
U.S.-based Freedom House 
poll is “unreliable” in a 
climate where voters face 
intimidation by Mugabe 
militants and loyalists dom¬ 
inating the police and mil¬ 
itary. 

In a 54-page report, Free¬ 
dom House said support for 


Mugabe’s ZANU-PF party 
rose to 31 per cent from 
17 per cent in the past 18 
months, but dropped for Ts¬ 
vangirai’s party from 38 per 
cent to 20 per cent. 

It said 1,198 Zimbab¬ 
weans were polled with a 
margin of error of plus or 
minus 2.8 per cent.

Prosecutors say the suspect in 
the Colorado theatre shooting 
made threats and was banned 
from the University of Colo¬ 
rado after failing a key exam 
six weeks before the rampage.

Anders Behring Breivik’s de¬ 
fence lawyers say the confessed 
mass killer won’t appeal if he’s 
sentenced to prison but he will 
challenge any ruling that de¬ 
clares him insane. 

Breivik’s mental state will 
be the focus when the Oslo 
district court presents its judg¬ 
ment against Breivik on Friday 
for the bomb and gun attacks 
that killed 77 people and in¬ 
jured more than 200 in July 
last year. After deliberating for 
two months, a five-judge panel 
will decide whether to send the 
right-wing extremist to prison 
or a mental hospital. 

After speaking to Breivik on 
Thursday, defence lawyer Geir 
Lippestad said his client would 
only appeal if committed to 
psychiatric care. “He is veiy 
clear that if he is deemed in¬ 
sane, he will appeal, and appeal 
on the spot,” Lippestad said. An

appeals trial would likely be 
held early next year. 

Breivik, who claims he is a 
“militant nationalist,” said dur¬ 
ing the trial that being sent to 
an insane asylum would be the 
worst thing that could happen 
to him and accused Norwegian 
authorities of trying to cast him 
as sick to deflate his political 
views. His lawyers say Breivik is 
already at work writing sequels 
to the 1,500-page manifesto he 
released on the Internet before 
the attacks. 

Regardless of the sentence, 
Breivik will be taken back to 
Oslo’s Ila Prison, where he has 
been held in isolation for most 
of the time since his arrest. 

The prison has built a 
psychiatric ward just for Brei¬ 
vik in case he’s declared insane. 
But even if he is, he wouldn’t 
be placed in that unit if he im¬ 
mediately appeals the insan¬ 
ity ruling, said prison spokes¬ 
woman Ellen Bjercke.

with no steps and “there’s no 
way he can come out,” lodge 
manager Ruby Ferreira said 
Thursday. 

A game capture team will 
sedate the hippo and lift it out 
of the pool with a crane, said 
Mulsabel Wentzel of South 
Africa’s National Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals. Much of the water 
has already been drained to 
make the extraction easier.

who says the pool is eight feet deep

the hippo. Ferreira said it’s 
been noticeably relaxed with 
no other hippos fighting it for 
dominance, though the water 
in the pool has been getting 
mucky with hippo poop. 

The pool will be entirely 
drained before the hippo is 
lifted out. 

Because the hippo was 
chased away by his herd, it 
will be moved to another ani¬ 
mal sanctuary, Ferreira said.

Facebook rolls 
out improved 
mobile app 


New version. No 

integration of 
Instag ram yet, but 
latest update for 
smartphones and 
tablets focuses on 
being speedier 


On Thursday, Facebook ad¬ 
dressed users who had gripes 
with its app for iPhones and 
iPads with the launch of a 
faster version. Rather than 
add a slew of new features, 
the company said it rebuilt 
the application from scratch 
to make it speedier and less 
clunky. 

In a recent demonstration 
at the company’s headquar¬ 
ters, the new iPhone app 
opened about twice as fast 
as the older version. Photos

and comments also load 
faster. Users can now “like” 
comments on photos, which 
wasn’t possible with the pre¬ 
vious mobile app. 

Mick Johnson, mobile 
product manager at Face- 


book, said programmers re¬ 
moved some lesser-used fea¬ 
tures, such as a way to view 
the app horizontally, to help 
speed it up. 

The mobile arena presents 
Facebook with its biggest chal¬ 
lenge — and its biggest oppor¬ 
tunity. At the end of June, Fa¬ 
cebook had 543 million users 
who accessed it with a phone 
or tablet computer, up 67 per 
cent from 325 million a year 
earlier. 

But while Facebook ads are 
well established on its web¬ 
site, the company only recent¬ 
ly started experimenting with 
mobile advertisements. That’s 
been a concern for investors, 
who’ve sent Facebook’s stock 
down by nearly half since the 
company’s initial public offer¬ 
ing three months ago.

Housing market. 

First-time buyers 
increasingly receiving 
assistance from their 
Boomer parents, CIBC 
expert notes 


A downturn in the housing 
market may not be as bad as 
feared because the import¬ 
ant 25-34 age group will con¬ 
tinue to buy houses — some 
with help from their well-off 
parents, says a senior econo¬ 
mist at CIBC World Markets. 

The analysis takes aim 
at a theory that population 
growth won’t be strong 
enough to sustain demand, 
putting downward pressure 
on housing prices that have 
risen dramatically during a 
years-long period of low in¬ 
terest rates. 

“This demographically 
driven fear is much ado 
about nothing,” Benjamin 
Tal, deputy chief economist 
at CIBC World Markets, said 
Thursday. 

Demographic projections 
suggest there will be fewer 
Canadians under the age 
of 25 and between the ages 
of 45 and 54, but Tal notes 
those groups account for a 
small portion of home buy¬ 
ers. 

Tal said the group aged 
between 25 and 34 — the age 
group that makes up the vast 
majority of first-time buyers 
— will continue to grow. 

While that growing popu¬ 
lation of young people may 
have to postpone buying a 
house for a few years due 
to their student debt level, 
their parents can help them

out, Tal said from Toronto. 

“Many of those young 
people, they’re lucky, they 
have wealthy parents,” Tal 
said in an interview after 
his housing report was pub¬ 
lished. 

“This is actually the first 
generation that the parents 
are better off than the kids 
and those parents will write 


a nice cheque,” he said. “The 
student debt level is not sig¬ 
nificant enough to really kill 
the housing market.” 

This group of young 
people also have the option 
of living with their parents 
while paying down their 
debt and saving for a down 
payment, he said. 

Tal said once they move 
out, the younger generation 
will be “extremely dynamic” 
in terms of self-employment 
and being employable, which 
will help them buy houses. 

“They will be employable, 
they will work and they will 
make money.” 

Tal also sees immigrants 
continuing to contribute to 
home ownership in Canada. 

With more of an empha¬ 
sis on skills when they come 
to Canada, they will be more 
employable and have money 
to buy houses, he said. 

“In fact, after 10 years 
in Canada the propensity 
among immigrants to own a 
house is higher than among 
native-born Canadians,” Tal 
said in his report. 

He expects a correction, 
or lowering, in housing 
prices will not be seen as “be¬ 
ing up in the sky” and should 
follow inflation.

Richard: Mark, Premium Rush 
is like a BMX race with a plot- 
line. Bikes dart in and out of 
traffic, defy the laws of gravity 
and spin on one wheel, which 
is all cool, except that it over¬ 
shadows the characters. Only 
Michael Shannon as the out- 
of-control cop is memorable 
enough to rise above the bike 
stunts and skinned elbows. 

Mark: In the interests of full 
disclosure Richard, I can¬ 
not ride a bike. In fact, they 
scare me. So I was unusually 


riveted by the action sequen¬ 
ces in this film. Which defin¬ 
itely eclipsed the characters! I 
don’t know how I felt about 
Michael Shannon. He had a 
presence for sure, but he was 
also kind of cartoonish which 
stopped me from taking the 
movie seriously as a thriller.

Foreign territories 
couldn’t translate it effectively, 
so the film would then have a 
bunch of different names, and 
that was not good for the film. 
I’ve heard that it sounded like a 
pom film, the Wettest County. 
But at the end of the day, I think 
probably the Wettest County in 
the World was just too lyrical 
to drag in the youth market. I 


would say it was simply a mar¬ 
keting thing. 

Where did the idea come 
from to include period 
versions of more modern 
songs, like with the Velvet 
Underground? 

I’m not really sure. Initially 
we were looking at songs of 
the time, obviously. But I just 
personally felt that had been 
done a lot and had been done 
really well, like O Brother 
Where Are Thou. I didn’t 
want to be chasing that kind 
of thing. So the time started 
to shift a little bit — maybe 
we take some from a little 
later. And then, f— it, let’s 
take something from way 
over there and see what that’s 
like, and then kind of replay 
it in a sort of attempt to cap¬ 
ture that kind of spirit of that 
time. But you know, some¬ 
thing like White Light, White 
Heat already sounds very 
much fitted to the time any¬ 
way on some level — there’s 
a sort of boxiness to the way 
it’s recorded. I think that was 
the first one, and once we 
had that we went, “OK, that’s 
what we’re doing.”

Anyone who’s ever dreamt of 
pulling up stakes and mov¬ 
ing halfway across the globe 
should be able to relate to 
the wannabe expats in the 
new HGTV series Live Here, 
Buy This. 

These travel-hungry Can¬ 
ucks have grand ideas of 
making their favourite vaca¬ 
tion getaway their family’s 
permanent home-sweet- 
home and why wouldn’t 
they? Most of the fantasy 
digs just happen to be in 
sunny, tropical paradises or 
culture-rich, centuries-old 
hamlets. 

Of course, actually pursu¬ 
ing such a dream is another 
matter entirely. And so this 
show takes a closer look at 
what a Canadian homeowner 
could get if they sold their 
home and bought a compar¬ 
ably priced abode elsewhere. 

“The show is really 
about presenting options 
to the homeowners,” says 
Dave Lapsley, one of three 
Canadian-based hosts who 
criss-cross the globe to pro¬ 
file far-flung properties. 

“Some (foreign) homes, 
simple homes, were similar 
to what the homeowners 
have here ... and then there 
were other ones (that) were 
like small castles in Italy 
or huts right on the beach. 
There was a treehouse home 
in Costa Rica. The array of 
homes was vast.” 

Each episode of Live Here, 
Buy This profiles a Canadian 
family musing on what life 
could be like elsewhere. 
They pick three dream loca¬ 
tions and are presented with 


two homes in each locale 
considered equal in value to 
their current place. 

Needless to say, where 
you could end up and the 
features you get vary widely 
depending on where you 
start and where you want to 
be. 

There seemed to be a lot 
of bang for your buck in 
rural Italy. Trading a modest 
$140,000 cottage in Barrie, 
Ont., can apparently get one 
family a slightly larger stone 
country home surrounded by 
olive groves. 


But searching for a pad in 
Croatia proves surprisingly 
difficult for a Toronto family 
of four with a $575,000 
budget. Their wish list gets 
them an 84 square metre 
(900 sq. ft.), two-bedroom 
apartment in the heart of 
the charming coastal town 
of Rovinj. 

No one actually moves at 
the end of each episode — 
this is merely a glimpse at 
the possibilities for adven¬ 
turous globe-trotters, says

Originally from Missis¬ 
sauga, Ont., Kyle Schmid has 
lived in the Golden State for 
the last eight years, but his 
work has landed him sig¬ 
nificant stints in Vancouver, 
Montreal — where he worked 
on the North American ver¬ 
sion of Being Human — and 
now Toronto, home base of 
production for Copper, which 
premiers this Sunday on 
Showcase. 

“It’s the show I’m most 
proud of,” he says. “I can share 
it with my family and friends 
and have them come on set 
and share the same energy I 
feel.” 

Created by Oz and St. Else¬ 
where writer Tom Fontana 
and executive produced by 
Diner director Barry Levinson, 
the series is the first foray into 
scripted drama for BBC Amer¬ 
ica, where it airs in the States.

After several readings he 
found himself rehearsing with 
other actors. 

“I’m in the room and I 
think I’m testing for this 
part. The BBC producers are 
in there,” Schmid recalls. He 
asked if there was anything 
they needed him to do. 

“They said, ‘No, no, no. 
You got the part. Nobody told 
you?”’ 

Schmid describes More¬ 
house as a character in flux. 

“It was an era of opportun¬ 


ity,” he says, “And Morehouse 
has money, power, women 
booze and drugs to exploit. 
With that comes a very lay¬ 
ered character.” 

It’s a dream role for 
Schmid, who loves playing 
complex parts, but has yet to 
hit a point in his career where 
he has the luxury of picking 
and choosing parts.

Around the world in three hot dogs 



Creative Hot Dogs. 

Transform them 
with internationally 
inspired flavours 


A well-dressed dog — that 
is a hot dog accompanied 
by robust and inspired top¬ 
pings — can transform this 
classic summer food into so 
much more. 

But just because they 
are overflowing and messy 
doesn’t mean they shouldn’t 
have a plan. Draw inspira¬ 
tion from other dishes when 
planning the toppings for a 
hot dog. Here are some sug¬ 
gestions. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 

The Greek Dog 

It’s inspired by feta 
cheese and spinach that 
are in spanalcopita. 

Thaw 1 cup of frozen 
shredded spinach; 
squeeze it over sink to 
remove water. In skillet 
over medium-high, heat 
splash of olive oil. Saute 
spinach, diced medium 
onion and 2 minced 
cloves of garlic. When 
onion tender, season 
with salt, pepper and 
dill seed. Grill 4 hot 
dogs and toast 4 hot dog 
buns over medium heat. 
Spoon spinach mix into 
each bun, then place a 
hot dog over it. Top with 
feta cheese and tzatzilci. 


The Pizza Dog 

The only way to make 
meat-wrapped meat better 
is to add melted mozzarella 
cheese. 

Using 2 slices of prosciutto 
per hot dog, wrap 4 hot 
dogs tightly in prosciutto. 
Grill the hot dogs over low 
heat, turning regularly, 
until the prosciutto is crisp 


and lightly browned, about 
8 minutes. Meanwhile, fill 
4 hot dog buns with boc- 
concini (small balls of fresh 
mozzarella). Toast the buns 
on the grill (bun opening 
facing up) until the cheese 
is warm and starting to 
melt. Place a hot dog in 
each bun, then top with oil- 
packed chopped sun-dried 
tomatoes and chopped 
fresh basil. 


The Taco Dog 

Soft and crunchy and spicy 
and creamy — exactly the 
way a taco should be. 

Spoon refried beans into 
4 hot dog buns. Lightly 
crumble about 12 tortilla 
chips, then sprinkle some 
over the refried beans in 
each bun. Grill 4 hot dogs 
over low heat. Toast the 


prepared buns (bun open¬ 
ings facing up) until the 
beans are heated. Place a 
hot dog in each bun, then 
top with sliced jalapeno 
peppers, tomato salsa, 
sliced black olives and 
shredded cheddar cheese.

Montreal star chef Chuck 
Hughes says he hopes to 
open Canadian eyes to “a

Beyond the ordinary 


“Everybody knows pico 
de gallo and tacos — 
well, there’s so much 
more.” 

Chef Chuck Hughes of new series Chuck's 

Day Off on his experience with Mexican 
food during the two months he spent in the 
country filming 


late clams, and head tacos 
(complete with eyes, brain, 
tongue and cheek). 

Hughes says despite re¬ 
cent headlines surrounding 
violent attacks on Canadians 
in Mexico, and a travel warn¬ 
ing from Ottawa urging Can¬ 
ucks to exercise “extreme 
caution” in certain areas, he 
never felt unsafe during his 
stay last summer. 

“There’s probably 5,000 
people that give a country 
of 120 million a bad rap,” 
he said. “I travelled for two 
months everywhere. I lit¬ 
erally went everywhere, not 
once did I feel threatened, 
not once did I feel scared. 

“People were more 
scared of me, if anything. 
They were like, ‘Who is that 
tall white guy with all the 
tattoos?”’ 

Hughes was particularly 
taken with Mexico City, 
where he stayed in the 
French-influenced Condesa 
district. 

“I feel like it’s a place 
where almost, I belong. I 
felt like I was home,” said 
Hughes, 35. “I’d love to 
raise my kids in Mexico City. 
I love the whole country, it 
was amazing, but Mexico 
City in particular was just 
really eye-opening to me. 
It’s probably cooler than 
New York, it’s probably 
cooler than Paris, it’s prob¬ 
ably cooler than London. It’s 


just a lot of creative young 
people.” 

The eight-part series is 
the first spinoff of Hughes’ 
Gemini-Award-nominated 
Chuck’s Day Off, which is 
broadcast in 30 countries. 

The co-owner and chef 
of Montreal hot-spots Garde 
Manger and Le Bremner 
chose Mexico for the spinoff 
because he knows how to 
speak a little bit of Spanish 
and wanted to explore its 
terrain and cuisine. 

“Everybody knows pico 
de gallo and tacos — well 
there’s so much more,” he 
said by phone. “Being from 
Quebec, my whole life I 
grew up on pork, corn, po¬ 
tatoes, and when I look at 
Mexico it’s the same kind 
of deal, only they have hot 
peppers and they use the 
corn in a different fashion. 
But basically our staples are 
the same.” 

Watching Mexican locals 
cook with old-school meth¬ 
ods — using local, in-season 
ingredients and minimizing 
waste — in remote areas 
with few resources taught 
Hughes a few techniques. It 
also made him realize how 
lucky he is to have every¬ 
thing at his disposal at his 
kitchens in Canada. 

“I think that’s probably 
what I take back the most 
from my whole experience. 
Not necessarily any specific 
recipe but more of a phil¬ 
osophy and a way of treating 
the ingredients, looking at 
the ingredients and respect¬ 
ing the food,” said Hughes. 

“My life revolves around 
it and I’ve always respected 
food a lot, but in terms of 
professional cooking, we’re 
very, very lucky that we have 
water whenever we want 
and it’s used in every stage.”

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Habs’ skating guru gets 
Moosehead up to speed 



Shifting to high gear. 

Will summer power 
skating school make 
talented young Halifax 
forward Luca Ciampini 
the real deal?

For years, scouts have 
picked apart Luca Ci¬ 
ampini’s skating ability. 

Soft hands, tremendous 
hockey mind, but a step 
slow, they’ve said. 

This summer, the Hali¬ 
fax Mooseheads left-winger 
took it to heart. 

Ciampini signed up for 
a month-long camp with 
Montreal Canadiens power¬ 
skating guru Paul Lawson in 
Arnprior, Ont., and began 
the process of addressing 
his biggest weakness. 

“I should have been do¬ 
ing it (power skating) my 
whole career,” said Ci¬ 
ampini, who plans to use 
the lessons learned from 
that camp to continue 
improving throughout the 
season. 

“I feel much better on 
the ice than before, more 
efficient. That was my No. 
1 focus this year and that’s 
what I worked at to get to 
the next level.” 

Based on his promise as a 
potential sniper, the Moose- 
heads selected Ciampini 
second overall in the 2010 
QMJHL draft and compared 
him to Luc Robitaille. 

After an injury-plagued 
rookie year in 2010-11, he 
produced 11 goals and 24 
assists for 35 points as a 
sophomore last season. But 
he was wildly inconsistent. 


He started the season 
getting top-line minutes 
and put up 15 points in 15 
games, then tailed off with 
a few spurts here and there 
before settling into a fourth¬ 
line spot in the playoffs. 

“When he had good 
games, he had great games,” 
said Mooseheads head coach 
Dominique Ducharme. 
“But quite often, after, we 
wouldn’t see him. He was 
inconsistent.” 

The six-foot, 196-pound¬ 
er from Montreal doesn’t 
hide from that criticism. 

“I’m disappointed in my¬ 
self for last season,” he said. 
“When I did do well at some 
points, I was inconsistent 
after, and that’s what I’m 
focused on improving, be¬ 
ing the same player every 
night.” 

While the dynamic 
second-year duo of Nathan 
MacKinnon and Jonathan 
Drouin will be the engine 
powering Halifax’s offence, 
they’ll need support, and 
ice time, particularly on 
the power play, is up for 
grabs. 

Ducharme said Ciampini, 
now 18, has what it takes to 
earn a bigger role. 

“That’s what we need 
from him, that’s why the 
team drafted him, because 
he had that potential,” said 
Ducharme, who coached 
Ciampini when he scored 
seven goals in six games for 
Quebec at the 2010 world 
under-17 challenge. 

“He’s really good from 
the tops of the circles in. 
When he’s around the puclc- 
in that area, good things 
happen.” 

Although Ciampini was 
passed over in June’s NHL 
draft, the Canadiens gave 
him a big vote of confidence 
earlier this month when 
they invited him to their 


training camp for a look as 
a free agent. 

If there is no NHL lock¬ 
out, Ciampini is hoping to 
show the Habs he’s worth 
keeping an eye on. And 
when he gets back to Hali¬ 
fax, he hopes he’s seen the 
last of the fourth line. 

“I’m going to work my 
hardest to get the big role I 
want,” he said. 

“I’m willing to do any¬ 
thing for the team, but I 
want that role offensively, 
for sure, and I’ll work as 
hard as I can to get it.”

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Prospects for 
NHL season 
on thin ice as 
lockout looms 


Contract talks. Hopes 
for resolution go 
unfulfilled as NHLPA 
and league still far 
apart on key issues. 


Another NHL lockout is begin¬ 
ning to feel like an inevitabil¬ 
ity 

Unable to move beyond the 
philosophical stage of talks, 
the owners and players have 
watched another week slip 
by without progress. They sat 
down together for a quick ses¬ 
sion Thursday morning before 
reporting the same significant 
gap that has existed all along. 

The main issue that divides 
them is far from complex. 

“We believe we’re pay¬ 
ing out more than we should 
be,” said commissioner Gaiy 
Bettman. “It’s as simple as 
that.” 

Of course, the NHL Players’ 
Association doesn’t quite see it 
that way. 

Executive director Don¬ 


ald Fehr has acknowledged 
there’s room for some flexibil¬ 
ity in that area — last week’s 
proposal included three years 
with a slightly lower share in 
revenues for the players — but 
he hasn’t come to the table in a 
conciliatory mood after taking 
over a union that capitulated 
during the last round of nego¬ 
tiations. 

“Eveiybody understands 
that employers would always 
like to pay less,” said Fehr. 
“That’s not a surprise to any¬ 
body — it’s disappointing 
sometimes — but it’s not a sur¬ 
prise.” 

The parties attempted to 
make some progress Wednes¬ 
day by clearing the meeting 
room of everyone but the key 
figures: Bettman and deputy 
commissioner Bill Daly along 
with Fehr and his brother Steve 
Fehr, the union’s No. 2 man. 

They soon discovered there 
was little common ground.
